The  future  of  Portsmouth  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  lis 
people,  and  as  the  representatives  of  the  people  it  is  oiir 
duty  to  co-operate  in  every  way  possible  to  maintain  the 
progress  of  the  past  few  years  and  to  restore  some  of  the 
industries  that  are  at  this  present  time  idle.  It  is  true 
that  conditions  are  not  conducive  to  the  upbuilding  of 
industries  just  at  this  moment,  but  I  believe — and  I  think 
you  will  agree  with  me — that  business  is  bound  to  ii:- 
crease  and  that  prosperity  in  a  large  volume  is  in  store  for 
all  of  our  people  if  we  work  for  it.  We  have  all  witness- 
ed a  large  increase  in  business  and  in  population  in  our 
city  during  the  past  three  years,  and  we  must  not  only 
maintain  this  increase  but  in  every  way  possible  to  labor 
and  bring  about  more  business  which  will  mean  more 
people.  No  city  in  New  England  can  offer  better  natural 
resources  and  facilities  than  are  right  here  at  our  very 
doors.  If  we  could  put  aside  all  other  ambitions  except- 
ing to  serve  our  city,  to  build  it  as  we  would  personally 
work  to  build  up  our  own  affairs,  then  we  can  prove  that 
city  governments  are  not  failures,  and  that  men  and  wo- 
men co-operating  honestly  and  with  only  one  purpose, 
that  to  give  the  right  kind  of  service  are  bound  to  win. 

We  are  better  equipped  with  schools — and  we  have  the 
best  schools  to  be  found  anywhere — than  we  have  had 
for  years,  and  we  want  to  keep  and  maintain  them  as 
such  and  to  improve  and  enlarge  when  the  finances  of  the 
city  will  permit. 

Our  churches  and  our  charitable  organizations  are  a 
great  asset  to  the  city  and  furnish  opportunities  for  the 
men  and  women  of  Portsmouth  to  perform  useful  public 
service.  We  should  aid  them  and  encourage  them  and 
also  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  the  welfare  work  in  this 
community. 
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"Charity  l)eg'ins  at  home,"  and  while  we  are  anxious  to 
nd  all  in  sickncs,  distress  and  want,  let  it  be  uppermost 
\]   0:1  r  minds  to  see  that  our  own  are  not  in  want. 

One  of  the  first  official  acts  of  this  Council  should  be 
t(<  pass  an  ordinance  amending  the  caucus  law,  in  order 
I0  properly  permit  our  citizens  to  enjoy  their  rights. 

Just  across  the  river,  so  closely  entwined  with  the  very 
I  eart-strings  of  Portsmouth,  is  our  sister,  the  Town  of 
Kittery,  progressive,  growing  and  enthusiastic.  What  is 
KiLtery's  success  is  ours,  and  what  tends  to  enlarge  and 
impro\e  Portsmouth  is  for  Kittery's  good.  Let  us  join 
]  ands  with  our  brothers  and  sisters  across  the  river  and 
pull  and  work  together.  We  are  all  one  community. 
AvI  en  it  comes  to  securing  business  for  this  section. 

T  want  to  assure  you  that  it  is  my  own  desire  to  work 
(iosely  with  you,  to  do  those  things  that  will  tend  to 
rake  our  city  the  cleanest,  the  healthiest  and  best  gov- 
erned city  in  this  country.  That  is  only  a  matter  of  do- 
ing what  you  men  are  capable  of  doing.  I  realize  that 
many  of  the  powers,  and  in  fact  practically  all  the  pow- 
ers that  go  with  the  handling  of  the  business  of  the  city 
have,  by  State  law  and  commission  government,  been 
taken  from  you,  l)ut  they  have  not  taken  from  you  the 
power  to  deal  out  the  moneys  contributed  l)y  the  tax- 
payers to  maintain  these  departments. 

I  do  not  hesitate  in  saying  that  from  my  personal  ob- 
servation State  interference  in  cities  and  towns  has  been 
carried  altogether  too  far  and  centralized  power  threat- 
ens the  very  soul  of  our  city. 

The  women  of  Portsmouth  are  courageous  and  when 
it  comes  to  service  to  the  community  they  have  no  su- 
periors. They  are  entitled  to  every  right  possessed  by 
the  men  in  handling  the  affairs  of  this  municipality  and 
those  rights  must  not  be  denied  them. 

Public  Works 

I  am  unable  to  lay  before  you  the  figures  of  just  what 
lias  jjeen  done  by  this  department  during  the  past  year, 
but  I  hope  to  in  the  near  future  and  to  bring  to  your  at- 
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tention  some  matters  that  affect  the  public  purse  and  the 
proper  handlitig  ol"  this  important  branch  of  the  city. 

.1  believe  that  the  present  Chief  Engineer  in  charge 
l)ossesses  all  the  cjualifications  necessary  to  give  Ports- 
mouth a  well  managed  department;  that  his  powers 
should  be  enlarged  and  the  conduct  of  his  department 
given  to  the  people  in  all  its  details,  that  they  may  see  for 
themselves  what  is  being  done  for  their  benefit  and  for 
the  future  upbuilding  of  the  community. 

The  resurfacing  of  the  streets  with  a  thin  asphalt  coal, 
and  just  whether  or  not  this  will  prove  economical  and 
lasting,  remains  to  be  seen.  As  to  its  cost  and  the  work 
l)eing  done  by  contract  rather  than  by  the  city's  own  men, 
I  am  not  in  a  position  to  state,  but  I  hope  to  be  able  to 
show  whether  or  not  the  city  can,  or  cannot,  save  money 
in  the  performance  of  this  work- 
Public  Playgrounds 

The  future  of  free  governments,  and  the  right  of  the 
people  to  rule  are  wrapped  up  in  the  proper  building  of 
the  men  and  women,  both  physically  and  mentally, 
throughout  the  entire  world,  and  the  greatest  assets,  to 
my  mind,  to  insure  rugged,  healthy  children  are  properly 
equipped  playgrounds  and  recreation  parks  throughout 
the  city.  They  are  just  as  essential  as  hospitals  and 
schools.  It  should  be  our  aim  to  do  something  each 
year  in  providing  better  playgrounds  in  each  section  of 
the  city,  that  our  young  boys  and  girls  may  be  kept  away 
from  danger  and  yet  have  every  opportunity  for  the  right 
kind  of  exercise  and  play.  The  grounds  about  the  South 
Mill  Pond  can,  and  should  be,  made  the  beauty  spot  of 
iVew  Hampshire,  and  a  plan  should  be  laid  down  and 
each  year  some  permanent  construction  looking  to  the 
liiial  completion  of  this  wonderful  site,  to  be  dedicated  to 
(lie  youth  of  Portsmouth,  and,  in  fact,  to  all  the  people, 
as  a  place  where  they  can  enjoy  this  wonderful  climate 
of  oui's,  out  ill  Ihe  open,  both  summer  and  winter,  free 
from  (he  aiinnyaiice  of  the  hurly-burly  of  street  traffic. 
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The  Fire  Department 

Portsmouth  has  always  taken  great  pride  in  its  Fire 
I)cpartment,  and  it  has  always  maintained  a  position  that 
I  as  brought  pride  to  every  citizen  in  every  call  made  up- 
();i  it  here  or  elsewhere.  No  one  regrets  the  completion 
ol  its  beautiful  and  well-equipped  home,  and  it  should  be 
our  aim  to  see  to  it  that  the  high  standard  is  never  low- 
ered, and  our  co-operation  should  be  lent  in  improving 
the  service  in  every  way  possible,  at  the  same  time  having 
a  due  regard  that  every  dollar  expended  should  be  needed 
and  the  city  secure  full  value  in  service. 

City  Hall 

The  day,  I  hope,  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  apologize  to  every  new  comer  and  every 
visitor  when  we  point  out  the  present  ramshackle,  im- 
properly named  "City  Hall."  Just  why  we  are  herei  I 
doubt  if  it  is  necessary  to  recall,  but  what  we  should  be 
interested  in  is  to  get  out  of  here  as  soon  as  possible  in- 
to a  properly  ec{uipped  and  modest  city  building  com- 
mensurate with  the  dignity  of  a  city  possessing,  as  Ports- 
mouth does,  some  of  the  beauty  spots  as  to  architectural 
designs  of  any  city  in  the  world.  We  cannot  hope  to 
have  everything  that  the  people  wish  for,  but  we  can 
assure  them  that  we  will  try  to  save  money  each  year, 
looking  to  the  day  when  their  business  can  be  transacted 
in  a  building  that  they  will  take  pride  in. 

The  Police 

I  regret  personally  that  there  has  been  a  tendency  po- 
litically to  destroy  the  independence  of  our  Police  De- 
partment. I  think  that  this  will  be  checked  and  that  the 
well-handled  police  force  under  the  Chief  and  his  assist- 
ants will  continue  to  represent  a  purely  non-partisan 
force,  intending  to  protect  all  the  people  without  fear  or 
favor,  always  having  in  mind  that  justice  and  obedience 
to  law  and  order  is  the  teaching  of  safety  to  the  people. 
We  have  little,  or  nothing,  to  do  with  this  department, 
excepting  to  furnish  funds  for  its  maintenance.  We  can, 
however,  prove  that  the  sentiment  of  the  people  can  and 
will  rule  every  department  of  our  city. 
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Oiip  police — man  for  man — are  equal  to  any  in  New 
England  and  we  should  see  to  it  that  the  force  is  kept  to 
a  high  state  of  efficiency  and  to  stamp  out  any  effort  lo 
hamper  it  or  lo  control  it  for  ])olitical  service. 

Labor 

The  law  of  supply  and  demand  for  labor  shows  a  sur- 
plus of  labor  in  this  vicinity,  and  it  should  be  our  aim,  in 
so  far  as  possible,  to  create  a  legitimate  demand  for  la- 
bor, in  order  that  our  citizens  may  be  able  to  provide  for 
the  support  of  those  dependent  upon  them.  In  this  con- 
nection, I  propose,  with  your  approval,  to  instal  in  the  oi- 
lice  of  the  City  Clerk  a  complete  registration  system  for 
men  and  women  seeking  employment  in  this  vicinity, 
where  a  record  of  their  capabilities  and  also  their  citizen- 
ship and  time  oi  residence  in  this  city,  with  a  record  of 
dependents. 

It  is  also  my  purpose  to  have  listed  all  former  resi- 
dents temporarily  employed  in  other  parts,  that  when  the 
demand  is  sufficient  they  can  return  here  and  find  em- 
ployment. With  this  system  our  local  industries,  and 
all  others  in  search  of  labor,  can  readily  be  supplied,  and 
also  can  aid  the  ones  most  in  need. 

So  far  as  possible — and  I  think  you  will  all  co-operate 
— we  must  see  that  labor  is  treated  fairly,  and  also  the 
employer  gets  fair  treatment.  Any  attempt  on  the  part 
of  either  to  crush  the  other  is  only  suicidal.  Labor  needs 
good,  healthy  and  honest  leadership  and  advice,  not  only 
in  New  Hampshire,  but  throughout  the  country.  It  de- 
serves and  must  receive  a  fair  and  living  wage,  in  order 
to  promote  proper  American  citizenship  in  teaching  their 
offspring  that  are  to  be  the  future  rulers  of  this  city  as 
well  as  the  country. 

The  eight  hour  day  is  firmly  established  as  a  law  for 
city  employes  and  I  see  no  reason  for  taking  a  step  back- 
ward in  this  direction.  Twelve  hours  a  day  for  labor  is 
antiquated  and  outlawed. 

The  Bridge 

One  of  the  brightest  spots  in  our  local  history  for  the 
year  of  1920  is  the  consummation  of  the  long  cherished 
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plan  for  a  j'rte  bridge  connecting  our  sister  state.  The 
bridge,  through  the  eflorts  of  the  citizens  of  Maine  and 
New  Hampshire  and  also  of  congress,  is  to  become  a 
reality  and  actual  work  on  its  construction  has  taken 
l^lace.  We  will  be  called  upon  to  aid  in  many  ways  the 
building  of  this  structure,  and  it  will,  I  know,  be  a  pleas- 
ure for  each  and  every  one  to  co-operate  to  the  fullest  in 
iiiaking  the  work  speedy,  that  this  memorial  to  the  men 
Li  the  World  War  may  be  completed. 

Of  course  wc  will  loox  well  into  the  matter  of  pur- 
chasing property  for  the  Portsmouth  terminal,  that  the 
taxpayers  may  not  be  further  burdened  with  a  tax  rate 
low  already  excessive. 

Chamber  of  Commerce 

No  city  is  complete  in  its  equipment  for  meeting  con- 
ditions, both  new  and  old,  without  a  live  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  we,  as  members  of  the  City  Council, 
should  co-operate  to  aid  our  Portsmouth  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  every  way  possible.  Both  men  and  wom- 
en should  become  eligible  to  work  as  members  of  this 
organization,  and  I  hope  to  see  every  society  in  Ports- 
mouth represented  in  its  membership.  It  is  a  non-par- 
tisan organization,  engaged  in  an  effort  to  promote  the 
best  interests  of  this  community.  Encourage  it  in  every 
way  possible. 

Equipping  a  Portsmouth  of  the  Future 

A  well  directed  effort  should  be  made  on  the  part  of  all 
the  citizens  to  secure  for  our  harbor  a  State  Pier.  Prac- 
tically every  State  on  the  Atlantic  Coast  and  all  New  Eng- 
land States  with  a  seacoast,  with  the  exception  of  New- 
Hampshire,  has  a  State  Pier  for  commerce.  Such  an  un- 
dertaking would  prove  one  of  the  best  investments  that 
the  people  of  New  Hampshire  have  ever  made.  It  would 
restore  the  immense  fleet  of  coal  carrying  vessels  that 
plied  in  and  out  of  this  harbor  some  15  years  ago,  and 
would  serve  this  entire  section  of  New  England  with  its 
fuel  properly,  and  at  a  less  cost.  We  should  bend  our 
efforts  in  conjunction  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to 
secure  the  restoration  of  this  business  for  this  port.     It 
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can  be  done  and  will  be,  if  we  all  do  our  best. 

Completion  of  the  cold  storage  plant  on  Bow  Street  is 
another  link  in  the  chain  of  the  "Portsmouth  of  the  Fu- 
ture," and  with  this  fully  equipped  and  the  early  com- 
pletion of  a  flour  mill  for  the  grinding  of  wheat,  corn  and 
other  cereals,  I  look  for  the  early  demonstration  of  our 
ability  to  furnish  from  the  farms  in  this  vicinity  practi- 
cally everything  that  we  require  in  food  consumption. 

These  are  some  of  the  enterprises  that  we  can  assist, 
and  the  best  way  and  the  most  important  assistance  is 
to  bring  about  a  tax  rate  that  will  encourage  in  the  future 
more  enterprises  of  this  character. 

Railroad  Facilities 

Portsmouth,  as  a  railroad  terminal,  both  summer  and 
winter,  is  one  of  the  most  profitable  on  the  entire  system 
of  the  Boston  &  Maine  R.  R.  and  the  facilities  afforded 
our  people  by  this  corporation  have  been  inadequate  and 
unsuitable.  It  should  be  one  of  our  duties  to  use  every 
possible  means  at  our  command  to  secure  a  railroad  sta- 
tion to  meet  the  increasing  demands  as  a  result  of  the 
growth  of  the  city.  Our  summer  visitors  cannot  be  im- 
pressed with  our  "city  beautiful"  from  the  view  that  they 
get  on  entering  the  gates  of  the  city.  The  freight  facili- 
ties are  obsolete  and  inadequate  and  should  be  improved. 
The  elimination  of  the  grade  crossing  on  Vaughan  street 
(which  is  the  thoroughfare  line  to  Dover  and  the  moun- 
tains) should  be  eliminated.  It  is  not  only  dangerous, 
but  it  serves  to  retard  traffic  and  hurts  business.  Many 
of  our  citizens  waste  hours  a  week  while  trains,  both 
freight  and  passenger,  block  the  way.  This  hindrance 
and  this  death  trap  should  not  be  longer  permitted  to  ex- 
ist. Portsmouth  should  should  and  wnll  cooperate  with 
the  railroad  to  remove  it. 

We  must  encourage  our  local  street  car  management 
in  order  to  retain  this  valuable  asset  for  the  people.  The 
line  across  the  river  also  needs  our  watchful  care — it 
serves  many  towns  intimate  with  our  city. 

"No  Plant  Idle,  Every  Plant  Busy" 

Let  us  make  that  our  slogan  for  1921,  and  work  with 
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all  the  zeal  and  energy  that  we  can  muster  in  a  combined 
effort  to  reopen  the  Atlantic  Ship  Yard  Plant  with  an  in- 
dustry that  would  bring  prosperity  back  to  the  thousands 
(I  employees  and  the  making  of  that  picturesque  section 
of  the  city  what  it  was  originally  intended.  It  is  a  beau- 
liliil  spot,  with  modern  streets  and  can  be  developed  to 
quarter  thousands  of  people.  We  cannot  accomplish  all 
these  things  in  a  day,  or  in  a  month;  but  we  can  try  oui- 
hc^t  to  do  them. 

Our  Navy  Yard 

The  City  Council  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
should  constitute  themselves  into  a  committee  to  safe- 
guard the  navy  yard  and  to  constantly  seek  to  [)ring  about 
the  improvement  and  enlargement  of  this  wonderful  in- 
dustrial plant.  I  pledge  my  personal  effort  to  give  this 
matter  every  particle  of  inftuence  possible,  to  bring  aboul 
lis  continued  growth. 

A  Wonderful  Record 

11,000  ship  workers  employed  here  during  the  World 
War  proved  to  the  industrial  centres  of  America  that 
si  eel  and  wooden  ships  can  be  built  here  in  Portsmouth 
as  well  and'cheaper  than  any  place  on  the  Atlantic  Coast. 
Having  won  our  spurs  as  ship-builders  and  having  proven 
that  the  wonderful  Piscataqua  (from  Dover  Point  to  the 
y-ea)  could  give  to  the  Merchant  Marine  ships  of  any 
lonnage  and  as  economically  as  on  any  waters  of  the 
world,  we  should  not  permit  this  asset  to  depart;  we 
must  keep  this  alive. 

Closing 

The  wonderful  organization  of  our  citizens  in  all  the 
walks  of  life  in  connection  with  the  campaign  for  the  en- 
larged Portsmouth  Hospital,  was  a  sample  of  what  can 
be  done  when  the  people  join  hands  to  do  a  real  job.  Tha- 
is the  kind  of  cooperation  that  I  hope  to  see  brought 
about  in  e\erything  that  will  help  the  welfare  of  this  com- 
munity, and  to  make  Portsmouth  a  better  place  to  live  in. 

In  closing,  may  I  ask  for  the  cooperation  of  all  citizen- 
in  everything  that  will  benefit  and  improve  our  city.     1 
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will  welcome  constructive  criticism  and  helpful  advice, 
i\\](\  ask  for  the  cooperation  of  all  for  love  of  Portsmouth, 
aiul  in  building  up  here  a  city  in  which  we  can  all  take 
pride  in. 

We  have  this  day  taken  the  same  oath  and  I  ask  for 
your  hearty  cooperation  with  me.     The  people  have  de- 
clared in  no  unmistakable  terms  that  they  desire  a  change 
1]  administration  affairs  at  City  Hall  and  if  they  do  not  get 
t  the  fault  will  be  known  by  the  people.

Chapter  212,    Session   Laws   1905 

Abstract  from   an   Act  to  Amend  the   Charter  of  the  City  of 
Portsmouth,   Sections  25-29    Inclusive. 


Sect.  25.  The  City  Auditor  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  general 
financial  condition  of  the  city,  of  the  amounts  appropriated  for 
each  branch,  board  or  department  thereof,  and  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  each  branch,  board  or  department.  He  shall  twice 
in  each  year,  and  oftener,  if  necessary,  audit  the  accounts  of  all  city 
officials,  commissions  and  boai'ds,  who  receive,  handle  or  expend  any 
moneys  of  the  city,  and  shall  report  thereon  to  the  city  council  twice 
in  each  year,  and  oftener  if  required.  The  city  auditor  shall  give  his 
entire  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Sect.  26.  No  bill  against  the  city  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  the 
city  council,  or  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  until  the  auditor  shall  have 
approved  the  same  and  certified  to  said  city  council  whether  or  not 
said  bill  was  lawfully  contracted;  whether  or  not  it  is  for  goods  or 
materials,  the  prices  charged  are  reasonable,  also  whether  or  not  the 
goods  were  actually  received  by  the  city,  and  whether  such  bill  is 
in  favor  of  a  person  or  party  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  city 
council. 

Sect.  27.  If  the  auditor  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  certi- 
fication in  any  case  provided  for  in  Section  33,  or  shall  approve  any 
bill  when  the  appropriation  from  which  the  same  should  be  paid  is 
exhausted,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or 
imprisoned  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both. 

Sect.  28.  If  the  treasurer  shall  pay  any  money  from  the  city 
treasury,  except  an  order  of  the  city  council  after  approval  by  the 
auditor,  which  order  of  the  city  council  shall  be  certified  to  by  the 
mayor,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  im- 
prisoned not  exceeding  six  months  or  both,  and  he  shall  be  person- 


nV.y  bound  to  refund  to  the  city  any  sum  fo  paid. 

Sect.  29.  If  any  officer,  board  or  commission  or  member  there- 
of, of  said  city,  excepting  the  board  of  police  commissioners,  having 
authority  to  make  contracts  or  expend  money  in  behalf  of  the  city 
shall,  by  making  any  contract,  purchasing  any  goods  or  employing 
any  labor,  or  otherwise,  undertake  to  make  the  city  liable  for  any 
amount  in  excess  of  the  funds  available  therefor  from  income  or  ap- 
propriation, said  officer,  board  or  commission,  or  member  thereof, 
Fha'.l  be  removed  from  office  by  the  city  council  after  due  hearing.

We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  for  the  year  of  1921. 

HIGHWAY    DEPARTMENT 
Streets. 

We  have  done  work  on  the  following  streets  during  the  past 
year:  Austin,  Burkitt,  Bartlett,  Broad,  Brewster,  Chapel,  Clinton, 
Cottage,  Cate,  Court,  Cass,  Cutts,  Cabot,  Cornwall,  Columbia,  Den- 
nett, Dearborn,  Dover,  Elwyn  Ave.,  Echo  Ave.,  Franklin.

tle Ave.,  Northwest,  Orchard,  Pearl,  Pint-,  Penhallow,  Parrott  Ave.. 
Rockland,  Rockingham,  Sherburne  Ave.,  Sherburne  Lane,  Spinney's 
Lane,  Stark,  Sparhawk,  South,  Spring.  Summer,  Salem,  Thornton. 
Union  Winter,  Whidden,  Woodbury  Ave.,  Willard  Ave.,  Wibird. 
Wentworth,  Aldrich  Road,  Banfiekl  Road,  Boyd  Road.  Gosling  Road, 
Elwyn  Road,  Greenland  Road,  Islington  Road,  Lafayette  Road,  Lang- 
Road,  Little  Harbor  Road,  Middle  Road,  New  Road,  Ocean  Road, 
Peverly  Hill  Road,  Plains  Road,  Sagamore  Road,  Sherburne  Road 
and   Rock   Street. 

The  method  of  this  work  has  been  wherever  possible  the  use  of 
cinders  for  sub-base  to  take  care  of  the  drainage  with  as  light  a 
coat  of  gravel  as  possible  to  take  care  of  the  wear.  By  this  method 
we  have  enabled  this  city  to  have  better  streets  than  heretofore  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  our  gravel  contains  so  much  clay  that  sub  drain - 
<age  is  necessary.  Many  of  these  streets  have  been  regraveled  and 
oiled  thereby  putting  them  in  shape  for  a  year  or  two  until  such 
tim  as  more  permanent  repairs  can  be  made. 

In  patching  holes  on  streets  the  cold  patch  method  has  been  us:d 
almost  exclusively,  that  is,  we  have  made  up  a  mixture  of  either 
asphalt  and  gravel  or  tar  andi  gravel  beforehand  and  patched  the 
holes  with  this  mixture  thereby  holding  the  material  in  them  until 
such  time  as  they  were  oiled.  By  so  doing  the  condition  of  our 
streets  is  improved  very  much. 

On  South  street  we  placed  7,111  square  yaids  of  modified  as- 
phalt, the  same  being  paid  for  out  of  oiu-  regular  street  appropria- 
tion, thus  for  the  first  time  a  piece  of  pf^rmanent  highway  has  been 
built  out  of  the  naaintenance  appropiiation  for  the  year. 
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In  the  south  end  of  the  city  practically  every  street  has  had  re- 
pairs and  been  put  into  better  condition  than  heretofore  during  the 
past  season,  many  of  these  streets,  according  to  the  residents  living 
upon  them,  having  had  nothing  done  to  them  for  from  ten.  to  fifteen 
years.  On  the  Christian  Shore  district  we  have  used  a  great  many 
cinders.  As  there  is  clay  on  most  of  the  roads  and  streets  in  this 
section  it  will  be  many  years  before  the  necessary  cinders  can  be 
procured  to  put  all  these  streets  into  first  class  condition.  We  have 
tried  to  improve  thepi  all  and  those  we  used  cinders  on  have  made 
as  good  and  lasting  a  job  as  possible  for  light  traffic. 

In  conjunction  with  the  State  Highway  Department  we  have 
laid  13,596  square  yards  of  asphalt  pavement  on  Sagamore  Avenue 
from  South  street  to  the  city  limits,  the' main  part  of  this  being  paid 
for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  maintenance  for  the  season.  Placing 
asphalt  on  this  highway  has  improved  another  approach  to  the  city 
to  such  an  extent  that  a  great  deal  of  the  traffic  that  formerly  fol- 
lowed the  Lafayette  Road  is  now  using  this  beautiful  highway  and 
going  by  the  beach  route. 

A  rock  base  has  been  laid  on  the  Islington  Road  from  Spinney's 
Lane  to  the  Portsmouth  Plains,  the  rock  for  the  same  having  been 
obtained  from  the  gravel  screenings  of  the  season.  Approximately, 
2.500  yards  of  rock  were  used  on  this  piece  of  road  at  a  very  small 
additional  expense  to  the  city.  This  piece  of  road  now  has  a  good, 
firm  foundation  and  the  conditions  heretofore  existing  in  the  Spring 
should  be  entirely  eliminated.  During  the  coming  season  this  piece 
of  road  should  receive  a  permanent  top  of  some  sort  in  order  that  the 
work  of  preparing  a  sub-base  during  the  past  season  will  be  pre- 
served. 

Repairs  to  Asphalt. 

We  have  repaii-ed  the  asphalt  streets  in  this  city  twice  during 
the  past  season  and  they  have  closed  in  for  the  winter  with  very 
few  bad  places  so  that  the  repairs  the  first  thing  in  the  Spring 
should  be  a  gr,eat  deal  less  than  during  the  past  seasons. 

Oiling  Streets. 

During  the  past  season  32,000  gallons  of  40%  asphaltic  oil  were 
applied  to  the  streets  of  this  city,  many  streets  having  been  oiled 
that  heretofore  were  in  such  poor  condition  that  oil  was  not  applied 
to  them. 

Sidewalks. 

The  sidewalk  appropriation  for  the  past  year  was  so  small  that 
no  permanent  sidewalk  work  could  be  done  by  the  city,  it  having 
required  more  than  t  \e  amount  appropriated  to  keep  the  existing 
sidewalks  in  passable  condition.  The  sidewalks  in  this  city  are  in 
such  poor  condition  that  the  Board  will  spend  no  time  commenting 
on  the  same,  but  the  recommendation  is  made  that  at  least  $10,000 
be  appropriated  during  the  coming  season  for  permanent  construc- 
tion in  addition  to  the  necessary  amount  for  repairs. 

Cinder  sidewalks  were  built  on  the  following  streets,  the  same 
having  been  covered  with  gravel:  Broad,  Noble's  Island,  Willard 
Avenue,  Orchard,  South,  Dennett,  Miller  Ave.,  Bartlett,  Richards 
Ave.,  Marcy,  Dearborn,  Pearl,  Thornton,  State,  Myrtle  Ave.,  Saga- 
more Ave.,  Elwyn  Ave.,  Junkins  Ave.,  Court,  Atkinson,  Charles, 
Mast,  Boyd  Road,  Lafayette  Road,  Tanner,  Rock.  Pearl  and  Hum- 
phrey's Court. 
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The  sidewalks  were  regraveled  on  the  following-  streets:  Wil- 
lard  Ave.,  Orchard,  Noble's  Island,  Broad,  Miller  Ave.,  South,  Elm 
Ct ,  Dennett,  Lafayette  Road,  Cass,  Bartlett,  South,  Pleasant,  Mar- 
cy.  Dearborn,  Pearl,  Thornton,  State,  Myrtle  Ave.,  Lincoln  Ave.,  Un- 
ion, Hawthorne,  Hill,  High,  Tanner,  Cornwall,  McDonough,  School, 
Charles,  Newcastle  Ave.,  Bridge,  Wibird,  Mendum  Ave.,  Thornton, 
Jabot,  Summer,  Junkins  Ave.,  Court,  Atkinson. 

Sanding  Sidewalks. 

\.n  ample  supply  of  sand  for  sanding  sidewalks  has  been  stored 
in  me  City  Yard  to  take  care  of  any  emergency  that  may  arise  be- 
tween now  and  Spring.  Therefore,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  side- 
wit  Iks  of  this  town  should  not  be  sanded  more  thoroughly  than  here- 
tofore as  usually  the  amount  of  sand  stored  has  been  insufficient  to 
take  care  of  the  work. 

Trees. 

The  trees  of  this  city  are  now  in  fair  condition,  the  work  done 
upon  them  during  the  past  season  and  the  season  before  has  helped 
them  out  very  much.  In  fact  the  dead  wood  has  been  taken  care  of 
to  such  a  marked  degree  that  during  the  coming  season  work  can 
be  done  along  the  line  of  trimming  to  put  these  trees  into  good, 
healthy,  growing  condition.  Forty  cords  of  dead  wood  has  been 
trimmed  from  the  trees  throughout  the  city  and  we  believe  that  the 
amount  of  dead  wood  now  existing  is  very  small. 

Bridges. 

A  small  amuont  of  bridge  work  has  been  done  on  the  various 
bridges  throughout  the  city.  However,  our  main  efforts  have  been 
centered  on  the  Sagamore  bridge.  This  bridge  has  been  thoroughly 
inspected  by  the  Depai'tment  and  they  wish  to  go  on  record  as  stat- 
ing that  this  bridge  should  be  replaced  at  once.  The  amount  of  rot- 
ton  timber  in  this  bridge  can  only  be  appreciated  after  making  an 
inspection  of  the  same  and  should  an  accident  .occur,  this  Board 
feels  that  it  could  not  be  held  responsible  as  the  matter  has  been 
brought  up  on  several  occasions  during  the  past  two  years  and  noth- 
ing permanent  done  on  account  of  lack  of  appropriation.  If  the  pres- 
ent bridge  is  to  be  replaced  with  a  wooden  structure,  an  appropria- 
tion of  at  least  $25,000  is  necessary.  Should  other  plans  develop  for 
a  bridge  to  be  built  in  another  location,  which  could  be  done  with  a 
bridge  of  one-half  the  length,  a  thoroughly  permanent  structure 
could  be  built  for  about  $45,000. 

Sewers. 

The  sewer  has  been  extended  on  South  street  a  distance  of  270 
feet,  on  Sherburne  Avenue  a  distance  of  192  feet,  on  South  School 
street  a  distance  of  214  feet,  these  extensions  having  been  made  to 
take  care  of  either  permanent  street  construction  or  being  necessary 
♦^o  take  care  of  localities  heretofore  not  connected  with  the  city 
sewer. 

Along  the  lines  followed  out  during  1920,  the  Department  has 
worked  on  the  outfalls  which  have  been  in  bad  condition  for  some 
three  or  four  years.  The  outfall  on  Shea's  wharf,  off  Water  street, 
has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  put  into  first  class  condition  and 
should  give  the  city  no  more  trouble  for  many  years  to  come.  Also 
the  outfall  in  the  North  Mill  Pond  has  been  built  over  and  put  into 
first  class  condition. 
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Six  new  manholes  have  been  built  during  the  past  season,  the 
locations  being,  South  street  at  the  end  of  the  new  extension  oppo- 
site No.  1048,  corner  of  Stark  and  Thornton  streets,  corner  of  Aus- 
tin and  Summer  streets,  corner  of  Penhallow  and  State  streets  and 
the  corner  of  Pleasant  and  Gates  streets. 

Twenty-one  new  catch  basins  have  been  built  and  connected 
with  the  sewer  in  order  to  better  take  care  of  the  drainage  of  the 
streets. 

Blind  drains  were  placed  on  the  hospital  hill,  on  Junkins  Ave.,  to 
take  care  of  the  sub-drainage  under  the  asphalt  in  the  locations 
where  the  frost  heaved  it  last  winter. 

Eighty-seven  complaints  were  received  and  remedied  on  private 
sewers.  Forty-six  complaints  or  stoppages  were  remedied  on  the 
fjity  sewer  during  the  past  season. 

Ashes. 

By  changing  the  method  of  collecting  ashes  over  $1,500.00  was 
saved  in  the  cost  of  doing  this  very  important  work.  Several  meth- 
ods were  tried  but  none  found  as  satisfactory  as  the  one  adopted. 

Parks. 

The  parks  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth  were  the  cause  of  a  great 
deal  of  favorable  comment  during  the  past  season.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Department  to  have  the  parks  even  better  during  the 
coming  season  and  plans  are  being  made  along  these  lines  now. 

Playgrounds. 

As  usual  a  great  deal  of  work  was  necessary  in  order  to  put  the 
playgrounds  into  condition  for  the  season,  the  bleachers  being  prac- 
tically worn  out  and  the  grandstand  having  r<  ce'ved  a  great  deal 
of  rough  treatment  after  the  ball  season  was  over.  However,  ev- 
erything was  in  shape  for  the  first  ball  game  and  no  trouble  was 
encountered  except  for  the  lack  of  drainage  on  the  ball  field  espec- 
ially in  the  latter  part  of  the  season  when  football  was  introduced. 
A  system  of  sub-drainage  is  recommended  whereby  the  water  fall- 
ing on  this  area  can  be  quickly  taken  off  thereby  making  our  grounds 
second  to  none  in  the  state.  It  is  also  recommended  that  the  pres- 
ent bleachers  be  taken  down  as  they  are  now  in  such  bad  condition 
that  they  are  really  unsafe  for  a  large  crowd.  Therefore,  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  new  bleachers  be  erected  and  that  creosoted  timber 
be  used  in  their  construction  so  as  to  prolong  their  life  as  long  as 
possible. 

On  the  playground  proper  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  of 
recent  years  was  the  season  of  1921.  Miss  Fanning,  the  Supervisor 
of  girls,  with  her  assistant.  Miss  Oulton,  were  especially  efficient  and 
had  something  doing  for  the  youngsters  every  minute.  The  attend- 
ance averaged  385  a  day  which  has  been  more  than  for  several  years 
past.  A  few  changes  and  recommendations  have  been  made  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  Department  will  be  able  to  carry  them  out  before 
the  season  opens. 

The  tennis  courts  were  in  A-1  condition,  in  fact  it  has  been  said 
that  they  were  in  better  shape  than  many  other  public  courts  out- 
side of  the  large  cities  of  the  United  States.  Every  court  was  busy 
and  they  were  used  not  only  by  local  people  but  by  many  visitors 
from  all  ovre  the  United  States. 

The  general  appearance  of  the  grounds  was  A-1  and  we  feel  that 
we  hnvp  popped  through  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  in  th's 
respect  that  we  could  possibly  have. 


Stable  Expense. 

The  city  stables  now  contain  ten  liorses  all  with  the  exception 
of  one  being-  in  first  class  condition.  The  cost  of  upkeep  for  them 
bns  been  considerable  lower  than  for  the  past  two  years  and  we  are 
j;lad  that  the  low  cost  of  living  for  horses  is  affecting  us.  During  the 
tia^t  FeaFon  the  exrenres  were  so  high  that  we  talked  several  fmes 
of  trying  to  do  away  with  the  horses.  However,  the  necessity  of 
plowing  sidwalks  in  the  winter,  made  it  so  evident  to  us  that  we 
could  not  replace  them  by  trucks  or  machinery,  that  we  carried 
them  through  in  spite  of  the  necessity  of  paying  such  high  prices 
for  their  upkeep. 

Roads. 

The  roads  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city  have  been  put  into  shape 
three  times  during  the  season.  The  material  upon  them  is  practi- 
cally worn  out,  therefore,  a  great  deal  of  maintenance  is  necessary 
to  keep  them  in  fair  condition.  It  is  rcommended  that  provision  be 
made  during  the  next  season  so  that  at  least  a  portion  of  these 
roads  can  have  from  6  to  8  inches  of  new  gravel  to  them  the  neces- 
sary crown  to  insure  proper  drainage,  and  eliminate  the  necessity 
of  so  much  maintenance  work. 

Snow. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  were  supposed  to  have  a  verj'  mild 
winter  in  January  and  February  of  1921,  in  the  month  of  February 
we  had  the  snow  plow  out  5  times,  in  November  twice  and  in  De- 
cember once.  We  are  now  equipped  with  2  plows  for  the  trucks 
and  will  endeavor  to  do  all  possible  to  help  automobiles  and  trucks 
in  the  middle  of  the  city  and  as  far  into  the  outskirts  as  possible 
during  the  snow  storms  by  plowing  snow  off  the  streets  and  roads 
leaving  an  18-foot  pass  in  the  streets  from  which  the  snow  has  been 
plowed.  These  plows  will  be  especially  appreciated  on  the  streets 
where  the  car  tracks  are  as  we  can  now  throw  the  snow  far  enough 
back  from  the  tracks  so  that  safe  passage  for  automobiles  and 
trucks  is  possible.  We  regret  very  much  that  the  present  equip- 
ment of  this  sort  is  not  such  or  there  is  not  enough  of  it  so  that  we 
could  keep  the  snow  ofl  the  main  approaches  to  the  city  during  the 
winter. 

We  also  have  eight  plows  which  go  out  at  5  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing whenever  there  is  a  storm  in  the  night  or  during  a  storm  in  the 
day  time  and  plow  all  the  sidewalks  within  a  radius  of  a  mile  of  City 
Hall. 

We  have  laid  out  eight  routes  on  the  country  roads  to  be  taken 
care  of  by  residents  of  the  various  sections.  The  method  applied  is 
a  very  heavy  sled  with  a  log  under  the  rear  with  four  or  six  horses 
for  breaking  out  all  of  the  roads  in  the  outlaying  districts. 

Recommendations. 

STREETS — An  asphalt  plant. 

SIDEWALKS — ^$10,000  for  permanent  construction. 

BRIDGES — Replacement    of    Sagamore    bridge. 

ROADS — Regraveling. 

PLAYGROUNDS — Additional  equipment.  New  Bleachers.  Sub- 
drainage  for  the  ball  grounds.  Grading  of  the  so-called  circus  lot. 
Building  of  permanent  skating  rink. 


SEWERS— More  catch  basins.  M3r  holes  at  all  junctions  and 
ends.  Repairing  of  all  outfalls  not  repaired  the  last  two  years.  Elim- 
ination as  far  as  possible  of  all  places  that  give  continuous  trouble. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  past  season  there  have  been  several  extensions  on  the 
city  main,  the  longest  being  3,000  feet  extension  from  well  No.  1, 
through  Greenland  Road  and  Harvard  street  to  the  Sherburne  Sta- 
tion. This  extension  as  well  as  being  a  supply  line  takes  care  of  10 
new  services.  This  line  consists  of  12"  cast  iron  pipe  and  was  laid 
with  leadite  joints.  This  is  the  first  time  that  leadite  has  been  used 
to  replace  lead  in  this  city  and  we  are  in  hopes  that  a  great  saving 
in  the  extension  of  mains  will  have  been  accomplished  by  the  use 
of  this  material.  It  has  been  used  successfully  throughout  New  Eng- 
land on  mains  up  to  48"  diameter  and  the  cost  is  about  one-quarter 
of  the  cost  of  lead  for  jointing  cast  iron  pipe.  On  the  Greenland 
road  718  feet  of  2%"  main  have  been  laid  and  one  new  hydrant  in- 
stalled; 150  feet  of  2"  main  have  been  laid  between  Peverly  Hill 
Road  and  Prospect  Park;  and  the  water  main  was  extended  471  feet 
on  Woodbui'y  Avenue  by  C.  A.  Badger  at  his  own  expense  so  that  he 
might  have  city  water  in  case  his  own  water  works  were  out  of  com- 
mission. 

A  total  of  forty  (40)  new  services  were  installed  during  the  year 
using  2,590  feet  of  genuine  galvanized  wrought  iron  pipe.  Forty- 
three  (43)  services  were  renewed  during  the  season,  942  feet  of  %" 
wrought  iron  pipe  having  been  used  and  IG  feet  of  1".  A  total  of 
thirty-six  (36)  new  meters  were  installed  on  the  inside  of  buildings 
and  seven  (7)  outside  meters.  Three  hundred  forty-nine  (349)  me- 
ters were  removed  from  services  for  various  reasons,  taken  to  the 
shop,  tested,  repaired  and  put  into  first  class  condition.  Two  hun- 
dred seventy-six  (276)  meters  were  reset  during  the  season.  Eight- 
een (18)  large  size  meters  from  1"  to  6"  were  repaired  and  replaced 
on  services.  Thirteen  (13)  meters  wer  sold  to  private  parties.  A 
six  inch  detector  meter  was  installed  on  Daniel  street  to  take  care 
of  the  flow  in  them  ain  on  that  section  and  this  meter  has  given 
very  gratifying  results,  enabling  us  to  make  tests  daily  on  the  amount 
of  water  used  in  that  section  of  the  city.  A  detector  meter  was  in- 
stalled on  the  tanks  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  with  very  sat- 
isfactory results,  in  fact  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  meter  paid 
for  itself  on  the  first  two  months  it  was  used.  The  meters  on  the 
Forts  at  Newcastle  were  taken  off  and  tested.  On  the  New  Reserva- 
tion it  was  found  that  over  Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($400.00)  worth  of 
water  had  gone  through  the  meter  and  not  been  recorded  since  this 
service  was  installed  some  five  years  ago.  At  Fort  Stark  the  meter 
was  found  to  be  on  the  by-pass;  a  6"  line  running  direct  to  the  Fort 
which  had  given  this  Department  no  revenue.  The  matter  was  taken 
up  with  the  manufacturers  of  these  meters,  the  meters  taken  off  and 
shipped  to  the  factory  and  a  very  satisfactory  adjustment  made 
whereby  a  meter  was  installed  on  the  6"  line,  the  other  meters  thor- 
oughly repaired.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  purchase  fifty- 
eight  (58)  new  meters  during  the  season.  The  Department  now 
feels  that  it  is  in  good  shape  as  far  as  meters  are  concerned  and  we 
think  we  are  100%  metered  in  this  city. 

The  meter  repair  room  was  moved  from  the  City  Hall  basement 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  building  on  Court  street.  A  new 
meter  testing  machine  was  installed  by  which  we  can  test  all  sizes 
of  meters  from  %"  to  6"  in  a  very  few  minutes  time.  This  new  in- 
stallation has  greatly  reduced  the  cost  of  making  repairs  as  well  as 
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saved  time  on  our  meter  repair  work.  It  is  recommended  that  furth- 
er improvements  be  made  along  these  lines  by  the  installation  of  a 
100-foot  capacity  tank  and  the  necessary  testing  apparatus  so  that 
meters  of  the  larger  diameter  can  be  tested  and  returned  the  same 
day.  The  total  cost  of  this  new  apparatus  was  very  low  owing  to 
the  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  it  was  made  by  the  Department.  We 
feel  that  we  are  now  able  to  test  meters  as  well  as  any  Water  De- 
partment in  this  state  as  no  meters  are  placed  on  a  service  if  over 
1%  off.  Heretofore,  meters  were  placed  in  service  which  were  often- 
times 4%  off.  A  direct  2"  line  from  the  main  in  the  street  to  the 
meter  testing  apparatus  was  installed  thereby  enabling  us  to  ob- 
tain direct  pressure  from  the  main  for  getting  the  water  without 
loss  of  time  owing  to  small  connections. 

A  total  of  thirteen  (13)  leaks  were  repaired  on  mains  in  this 
city,  several  of  them  having  been  on  the  larger  size  mains.  This 
number  of  leaks  has  been  something  unusual,  most  likely  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  water  pressure  has  never  been  reduced  during  the 
sason.  It  not  having  been  necessary  to  shut  off  the  mains  and  the 
amount  of  water  available  at  the  stations  being  such  that  the  pres- 
sure has  continually  been  maintained  at  an  elevation  in  the  stand- 
pipe  to  give  us  a  60-pound  pressure  to  the  square  inch.  The  worst 
service  break  was  on  Green  and  Market  streets  in  a  10"  main  and 
the  amount  of  water  lost  being  probably  in  the  neighborhood  of  10,- 
000  gallons  per  day.  The  leak  locator  purchased  during  this  season 
has  facilitated  the  work  of  this  Department  in  finding  the  exact  lo- 
cation of  leaks  thereby  not  necessitating  the  tearing  up  of  streets 
and  hunting  for  locations.  The  Department  has  also  purchased  a 
pipe  locator  which  on  various  occasions  has  done  very  good  service 
and  saved  many  times  its  original  cost  by  the  elimination  of  un- 
necessary digging  for  water  mains  which  had  not  been  located  on 
the  plans. 

There  are  a  total  of  3,123  services  in  the  City  of  Portsmouth.  The 
town  of  Newcastle,  is  also  supplied  with  wa.er  th'-ough  a  6"  meter 
This  water  is  sold  to  the  town  direct.  The  houses  in  Newcastle  en 
the  Wentworth  House  Road  as  well  as  the  Hotel  Wentworth  and 
Forts  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  City  of  Portsmouth,  there- 
fore, Newcastle  is  all  supplied  by  Portsmouth  water. 

Owing  to  the  stroke  indicator  having  become  worn  and  the  rec- 
ords not  obtained  for  three  weeks  while  this  instrument  was  being 
repaired,  the  total  number  of  gallons  pumped  for  the  year  can  only 
be  estimated.  It  is,  therefore,  estimated  that  455,796,305  gallons  ot 
water  were  pumped.  The  coal  consumption  at  the  Sherburne  Station 
for  the  season  was  1,066  tons.  At  the  Haven  Station  525  tons  of  coal 
were  used.  The  track  leading  into  the  Sherburne  Station  as  well 
as  the  coal  trestle  were  condemned  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
during  the  past  season  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  have  become  so 
delapidated  by  years  of  neglect  that  it  was  no  longer  safe  to  p'ace 
cars  and  coal  over  this  track  and  trestle.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Department  has  decided  to  do  a  great  deal  of  the  pumping  by 
electricity  we  doubt  if  it  would  be  advisable  to  put  from  $12,000  to 
$15,000  out  on  this  track  and  trestle  as  no  doubt  the  amount-  of  coal 
consumption  hereafter  will  be  such  a  .?mall  amount  that  it  would 
not  pay  to  spend  this  large  amount  of  money  to  offiet  the  cost  of 
trucking  coal  to  the  stations. 

Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  a  gi-eat  many  of  the  gate 
valves  on  street  junctions  throughout  the  city  have  been  out  of 
commission  for  years  owing  no  doubt  to  the  fact  that  they  were  not 


tested  yearly.  The  Department  has  replaced  several  6",  4"  and  2" 
gate  valves  and  will  continue  this  practice  during  the  coming  season, 
making  annual  tests  on  all  valves  replaced  and  are  in  hopes  that  in 
time  the  gate  valves  will  be  gotten  into  place  so  that  a  street  can  be 
shut  off  without  shutting  off  a  section  of  the  city  to  do  so.  The  De- 
partment now  has  equipment  so  that  there  should  be  only  two  rea- 
sons for  shutting  off  a  water  main,  one  is  to  install  a  new  gate  in 
the  main  itself,  the  other  would  be  in  case  of  a  break  in  the  main, 
services  being  tapped  in  with  a  special  machine  with  the  water  pres- 
sure on. 

Hydrants. 

The  Department  installed  for  the  U.  S.  Government  at  the  New 
Reservation  1-6"  hydrant  for  which  the  Government  paid.  Two  new 
hydrants  were  installed  on  the  city  mains  during  the  past  season,  one 
at  the  south  dump  on  South  street,  the  other  on  Greenland  Road  on 
the  new  12"  main.  Repairs  were  made  on  four  hydrants  in  the  city 
during  the  season  where  it  was  practically  necessary  to  install  a 
whole  new  hydrant  A  great  many  hydrants  were  not  draining  prop- 
erly after  being  used  and  the  Department  dug  them  out  and  pro- 
vided new  sub-drainage  The  fact  that  the  street  flusher  uses  hy- 
drants throughout  the  city  brings  to  the  Department's  notice  de- 
fects in  the  operation  of  hydrants  which  would  not  be  discovered  by 
the  Fire  Department  only  in  case  of  fire  at  which  time  if  a  hydrant 
was  not  working  it  would  be  a  very  serious  thing  for  the  public. 
We,  therefore,  recommend  that  hydrants  be  used  by  the  street  flush- 
er and  sprinklers  as  a  method  for  testing  out  hydrants  from  now 
on. 

The  low  pressure  system  or  Peverly  water  has  received  a  great 
deal  of  attention  and  study  from  the  Board  of  Public  Works  during 
the  past  season.  The  constant  watching  of  the  Dover  street  reser- 
voir, the  many  leaks  in  the  pipe  lines,  the  amount  of  water  turned 
into  the  sewers  in  order  to  keep  the  pressure  off  the  lines,  has  been 
studied  and  worked  upon  until  it  is  tl^e  writer's,  belief  for  the  first 
time  in  recent  years  the  Peverly  system  has  been  operated  on  a 
basis  that  would  pay  its  own  bills.  An  overflow  has  been  provided 
on  the  Dover  street  reservoir  of  large  size  so  that  there  should  be 
no  danger  of  the  reservoir  overflowing  and  causing  property  dam- 
age. A  valve  has  been  put  on  the  intake  near  Islington  street  and 
regulated  and  adjusted  in  such  a  manner  that  the  maximum  pres- 
sure which  the  line  will  stand  is  put  on  the  line  to  the  R.  C.  L.  &  P. 
Co.,  and  a  minimum  amount  of  water  goes  into  the  reservoir  so  that 
the  amount  turned  into  the  sewer  has  been  reduced  by  at  least  80%. 
This  means  less  hours  of  operation,  less  attendance,  and  a  maximum 
income  from  the  system.  Ari^angements  have  been  made  with  the 
R.  C.  L.  &  P.  Co.,  so  that  the  water  can  be  turned  off  when  th( 
elevation  in  their  tank  reaches  a  sufficient  height  to  cari-y  them 
through  the  night.  Also,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  them 
whereby  the  cost  of  electricity  for  pumping  has  been  greatly  re- 
duced. In  other  words,  the  system  has  been  bettered,  better  service 
is  being  given  and  the  cost  of  operation  has  been  reduced.  The  rec- 
ommendations for  a  new  pipe  line  for  the  Peverly  system  which  have 
been  made  from  time  to  time  cannot  be  put  off  much  longer  as  it  is 
the  writer's  opinion  that  if  the  present  efficient  operation  can  be 
maintained  that  the  low  pressure  system  will  be  shortly  in  a  position 
to  borrow  money  and  pay  interest  on  the  same  and  put  a  substantial 
amount  away  for  a  sinking  fund  each  year  in  order  to  put  in  pipe 
that  will  be  sufficiently  strong  and  tight  so  that  the  hours  of  opera- 
tion can  be  further  reduced  and  the  cost  brought  down  in  propor- 
tion.    It  is  also  recommended  that  in  order  to  give  better  service  to 
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the  manufacturers  and  corporations  using  this  water  that  new  pumps 
be  installed  at  the  Peverly  station,  using  both  gasoline  and  electrici- 
ty, thereby  eliminating  tne  necessity  of  shutting  down  this  system 
completely  in  case  of  repairs  to  the  one  pump  and  motor  now  in 
working  condition.  Owing  to  the  experimental  working  on  this  sys- 
tem to  determine  the  amount  of  pressure  that  the  line  leading  to  the 
R.  C.  L.  &  P.  Co.,  would  stand  it  has  been  necessary  to  repair  a  great 
many  leaks.  Most  of  these  leaks  we  find  are  rivets  in  the  spiral  riv- 
elGd  pipe  which  was  in.-.talled  about  12  years  ago.  A  very  bad  leak 
was  located  in  the  Harvey  pasture  and  it  was  necessaiy  to  cock 
several  joints  whe  e  a  great  deal  of  water  had  been  lost  in  the  bed 
of  a  b  cok      A  total  of  14  leaks  were  repaired  on  the  Peverly  system. 

New  Wells. 

The  new  wells  installed  by  the  Layne  &  Bowler  Company  are 
practically  ready  to  put  in  operation,  it  being  necessary  only  to  re- 
ceive a  small  amount  of  electrical  equipment.  These  wells  are  ex- 
P3cted  to  deliver  1^/^  million  gallons  per  day  to  the  city  mains.  In 
fact,  the  amount  of  water  obtained  from  the  e  wells  is  equal  to  the 
whole  of  the  present  fystem  and  the  co:  t  of  the  instalation  of  these 
v/ells  together  with  the  pipe  lines  and  nece^^sary  equipment  is  less 
than  one-sixth  of  the  cost  of  obtain'ng  <hs  am-^unt  of  water  by  the 
old  method.  These  pumps  are  of  thf  de-^p  W31T  type  going  a  depth 
of  seventy  odd  feet  through  gravel  soi'  to  the  ledg:.  making  prac- 
tically an  underground  reservo  r  ty  ram  a^  *h?  water  is  pumped 
direct  from  the  bottom  of  the  wells,  the  e  being  no  lift  to  the  pumps. 
This  method  will  reduce  the  cost  of  pamivng  owing  to  the  fact  that 
all  the  water  is  boosted,  there  being  no  lift  or  sucfon  It  also  will 
eliminate  the  necessity  of  operation  vacuum  or  a'r  pumps,  no  vac- 
uum being  necessary  on  a  system  of  this  sort.  The  cost  of  installing 
this  system  has  been  carried  thus  far  by  the  Water  Department,  no 
bonds  having  been  issued,  therefore,  no  inte-es-  to  pay  on  the  cost 
of  this  system  after  it  gets  into  working  condition. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Sherburne  Station  be  elec'^rified  by 
the  installation  of  an  electrical  pumii  of  the  centrifugal  type  which 
will  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  steam  pumps  during  the  summer 
season  at  this  station.  As  soon  as  funds  are  available  it  is  also  rec- 
ommended that  an  electrical  installation  be  made  at  the  Haven  Sta- 
tion of  the  deep  wel'  type  if  after  a  demonstration,  the  well  No.  1 
which  we  have  recently  installed  proves  to  be  entirely  satisfactory 
and  the  cost  of  pumning  economical  enough  to  pay  the  additional 
cost  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time.  For  many  years  it  has  been 
recommended  that  a  larrer  pipe  line  be  laid  from  the  Haven  Sta- 
tion to  the  City.  After  an  electrical  installation  is  installed  at  the 
Haven  station  pumping  direct  to  the  city,  the  necessity  of  installing 
this  line  can  be  e'iminated  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  delivery  from 
an  electrical  driven  pump  can  produce  velocity  enough  to  overcome 
the  friction  head  now  be'ng  the  difficulty  from  the  steam  driven 
pumps. 

The  Fountain  Head  location  has  been  investigated  and  there  is 
not  the  least  bit  of  doubt  in  the  minds  of  this  Boa"d  but  one  million 
gallons  of  water  a  day  can  be  obtained  'n  th'-^  localily  provided  a 
method  is  devised  whereby  the  fine  sand  which  has  always  been  a 
great  hindrance  can  be  eliminated.  This  matter  has  been  thorou.gh- 
l.v  gone  into  and  should  the  time  com"  when  additional  water  sup- 
ply is  required  this  Board  feels  that  ''or  a  reasonable  sum  an  in- 
stallation can  be  installed  which  v.ill  b?  a  G'reat  benefit  to  the  city. 
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During  the  coming  season  it  is  recommencUd  that  a  12"  line  be 
laid  from  the  Sherburne  Station  down  Middle  Road  to  connect  with 
the  12"  line  which  was  laid  some  years  past  about  half  way  to  the 
plains.  By  the  laying  of  this  line  a  new  fed  line  to  the  c'ty  would 
be  installed.  At  present  the  city  is  supplied  by  a  single  line  running 
down  Islington  street.  If  a  break  should  occur  in  this  line  the  city 
would  be  without  water  until  such  time  as  it  cou'd  be  repaired, 
whereas,  with  the  new  line  down  Middle  Road,  a  break  could  be  re- 
paired or  repairs  made  to  the  standpipe  without  a  moment's  inter- 
ruption of  the  city  service. 

Maplewood  Avenue  Extension. 

Progress  has  been  made  on  the  Maplewood  Avenue  extension  of 
1420  feet  authorized  by  the  Council  on  October  17,  1921.  All  the 
earth  has  been  excavated  on  the  1420  feet  of  trench,  a  contract  has 
been  let  for  the  removal  of  the  rock  which  is  already  under  way,  the 
pipe  has  been  laid  and  covered  in  for  a  distance  of  about  500  feet  in 
localities  where  there  was  no  ledge  and  it  is  now  hoped  that  within 
2  weeks  the  water  will  be  on  to  take  care  of  3  or  4  houses  which 
have  no  water  at  all.  and  if  the  weather  conrition^  p"  "it  *^^^  bT'- 
ance  of  the  line  laid  before  the  first  of  February.  The  pipe  has 
been  delivered  and  distributed  along  the  trench  as  well  as  all  the  fit- 
tings for  the  installation  of  the  new  hydrants  which  will  be  put  in  on 
the  line.  The  cost  of  putting  this  line  in  was  carefully  investigated 
by  the  Department  and  a  consulting  engineer  and  it  deemed  advisa- 
ble in  order  to  carry  the  pipe  line  as  far  as  possible  to  cross  the 
street  at  a  location  before  several  large  ledges  were  encountered. 
By  so  doing,  th  Department  will  be  enabled  to  put  the  whole  line  in 
for  the  amount  of  money  appropriated. 

Recommendations. 

The  completion  of  the  present  improvements  that  are  under  way. 
The  installation  of  an  electric  centrifugal  pump  in  the  Sherburne 
Station. 

The  taking  up  and  cleaning  and  replacing  of  the  present  well 
system  at  the  Sherburne  Station  and  rearranging  the  system  of 
pump  suctions  so  as  to  make  the  system  more  flexible. 

The  installation  of  pump  suctions  and  electric  driven  centrifu- 
gal pump  at  the  Peverly  Station  to  insure  constant  operation  of 
this  plant,  in  order  to  give  better  service. 

A  12"  cast  iron  supply  line  from  Sherburne  Station  down  Mid- 
dle Road  to  the  present  12"  pipe  line. 

The  cost  of  the  several  items  recommended  will  be  submitted  in 
our  annual  estimate  of  appropriations  for  this  department.  We 
would  urgently  request  that  you  give  the  above  recommendations 
your  careful  attention. 

The   Board  wishes   at    this   time   to   express   to   His   Honor,   the 
Mayor,    and    Council    its    appreciation    of    the    hearty     co-operation 
given  them  on  the  work  of  the  Board  as  enumerated  in  this  report.

Report  of  the 
PORTSMOUTH    FIRE    DEPARTMENT 


Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  January  20,  1922. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: — 

I  wish  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Portsmouth  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember 31,  1921. 

The  number  of  alarms  this  year  outnumber  all  of  the 
preceding  years  of  any  record  that  has  been  kept,  al- 
though our  loss  by  fire  has  been  remarkably  small. 
There  has  been  this  year  only  five  fires  of  any  import- 
ance, these  being  as  follows: 

The  Boston  &  Maine  Round  House. 

Walter  Laskey  on  Whidden  street. 

The  Catholic  Church. 

Dwelling  house  on  Gutts  street  owned  by  Raphael 
Paola. 

The  character  of  the  alarms  is  as  follows: 

18  bell  alarms  and  87  still  alarms,  including  four  out 
of  town  calls,  one  at  Greenland  for  a  church  fire,  one  at 
Newington  for  a  churct;i  fire  and  one  at  Kittery,  a  dwell- 
ing house;  also  three  woods  fires,  making  a  total  of  105. 

The  Department  is  all  motorized  and  in  first  class 
shape.  We  have  added  a  motor  truck  of  the  very  first 
class,  a  Seagrave  City  Service  Truck,  with  truss  ladders 
much  lighter  than  th  eold  style  of  ladder.  This  enables 
us  to  transfer  two  men  from  that  Company  to  Combina- 
tion 5. 

We  have  also  dismissed  the  firemen  and  engineers  of 
the  steamers  and  cut  twenty-two  men  to  half  pay,  these 
men  answering  second  alarms  only,  thus  saving  the  city 
a  good  sum  annually.  The  only  thing  the  Department 
needs  is  hose.  As  I  have  stated  many  times  before,  the 
Council  should  buy  500  feet  of  hose  every  year,  thus  tak- 
ing care  of  the  hose  that  goes  bad  and  keeping  the  sup- 
ply up  to  normal.

Gentlemen: 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  herewith  the  report  of  the  busi- 
ness of  my  department  for  the  year  1921. 

I  have  prosecuted  before  the  Municipal  Court  of  the 
city  all  complaints  brought  by  order  of  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Marshal,  the  Assistant  Marshal,  and  the  Board  of 
Health.  I  have  appeared  for  the  city  in  the  Superior 
Court  in  all  suits  in  which  it  was  my  duty  to  appear. 
Whenever  required  so  to  do,  I  have  furnished  to  the  sev- 
eral Departments  and  Officials  of  the  city  my  opinion  or 
advice  upon  any  legal  question  or  subject  submitted  to 
me,  and  have  drafted  such  legal  instruments  as  have 
been  requisite  or  necessary. 

The  following  actions  are  now  pending  in  the  Superior 
Court: 

PORTSMOUTH    SAVINGS    BANK 

vs 

CITY    OF    PORTSMOUTH,    and    KOLMAN    HANDLER, 
otherwise  known  as  Kolman  Andler 

This  is  a  bill  in  equity  brought  to  protect  the  interest 
of  the  Portsmouth  Savings  Bank  as  Mortgagee  of  land  of 
Kolman  Handler  which  was  taken  for  highway  purposes 
for  the  Memorial  Bridge  Approach.  In  this  action,  the 
city  appears  as  a  stakeholder.  I  have  filed  separate  an- 
swer for  the  city. 

Stella  V.  Stanton,  formerly  Stella  V.  Phillips,  and  Kol- 
man Handler  have  taken  appeals  in  the  matter  of  the 
damages  awarded  them  for  their  land  taken  for  highway 
purposes  for  the  Memorial  Bridge  Approach. 

The  action  brought  by  Henry  Clark,  Administrator  of 
the  Estate  of  Rose  Clark  against  the  city  for  $5,000  dam- 
ages for  the  death  of  Rose  Clark  at  the  South  Mill  Pond 
in  1920  was  settled  on  November  21,  1921  by  the  pay- 


ment  to  the  Plaintiff  of  $750.  Ttie  settlement  made 
seemed  more  favorable  to  the  city  than  running  the  risk 
of  an  expensive  hearing  with  a  possible  unfavorable  out- 
come. 

The  petition  for  abatement  of  tax,  Consolidation  Goal 
Co.  vs  City,  was  settled  by  repayment  to  that  Company 
of  the  tax  paid  on  the  valuation  in  excess  of  that  fixed  by 
the  Court  for  the  year  preceding,  1919.  The  city's  po- 
sition in  this  case  was  untenable  and  the  settlement  was 
very  favorable. 

A  public  highway  was  duly  laid  out  over  the  property 
bounded  by  Mulberry  street  and  the  Piscataqua  river  and 
State  and  Daniel  streets  and  the  return  was  recorded  with 
the  City  Clerk  on  December  28,  1921,  A  considerable 
part  of  this  property  has  been  or  is  being  bought  by  the 
city  and  as  to  the  remainder  of  the  property,  the  only 
thing  remaining  to  be  done  is  the  payment  or  tender  of 
the  damages  awarded  to  the  property  owners  whose 
property  was  taken. 

Gray's  road,  so-called,  w^as  duly  laid  out  as  a  highway 
and  the  only  thing  remaining  to  be  done  in  this  matter  is 
the  payment  of  nominal  damages  awarded  to  each  of  five 
owners.

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parents  who,  because  of  the  size  of  the  family  or  econom- 
ic conditions,  cannot  afford  to  have  necessary  work  done. 
Six  year  molars  decayed  beyond  saving  were  found  much 
too  frequently  while  many  children  were  suffering-  from 
aching  teech  without  any  means  of  relief.  As  a  result  of 
this  dental  work  many  children  have  been  stimulaled  to 
use  the  tooth  brush  frequently  and  the  nurse  has  distrib- 
uted two  gross  brushes  among  the  children  at  cost  price>. 

The  Product  of  the  Schools. 

At  any  point  in  our  educational  system  it  is  perfectly 
possible  to  measure  more  or  'less  definitely  the  scholar's 
progress.  During  the  year  an  investigation  was  made  of 
the  final  product  of  the  schools,  viz:  certain  graduates 
whose  records  in  college  or  business  were  available  and 
measurable. 

The  records  of  all  the  graduates  of  1917,  '18,  '10,  '20. 
who  entered  Bates,  Bowdoin,  Boston  University,  Dart- 
mouth, Harvard,  Holyoke,  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  Middlebury,  New  Hampshire  State,  Smith, 
Tufts,  Vassar,  Worcester  Technology  and  Wheaton  are 
summarized  below.  These  records  are  for  the  first  col- 
lege semester  given  over  the  signature  of  the  registrar  of 
the  college  and  on  file  in  the  High  School  office.  Thirty- 
three  students  are  reported,  194  ranks  were  given,  7  per 
cent  of  these  were  failure  ranks,  93  per  cent  were  pass- 
ing ranks,  26  honor  ranks  were  given.  Of  these  students 
one  who  entered  Harvard  is  doing  a  B  grade  of  work,  an- 
other at  Vassar  was  granted  a  $650  scholarship  because 
of  her  record.  The  following  quotation  is  from  a  letter 
sent  to  Headmaster  Gray  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Admis- 
sion Committee  of  a  college  which  upholds  very  high 
standards: 

"I  feel  that  his  preparation  with  you  was  entirely  ade- 
quate." 

Similar  letters  of  endorsement  frequently  come  from 
the  colleges. 

Our  High  School  has  the  privilege  of  sending  its  grad- 
uates without  examination  to  the  following  colleges:  Am- 
herst, Bates,  Boston  University,  Bowdoin,  Brown,  Colby. 
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Massachiisells  AgriciiUiiral  College,  Middlebury,  Tufls, 
Wesleyan  and  Williams.  These  colleges  are  members 
of  the  i\.  E.  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board. 

Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute  and  Dartmouth  accept 
graduates  from  the  school  without  examinations  although 
they  are  not  members  of  the  N.  E.  Board. 

Our  graduates  who  go  to  Harvard,  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  Yale,  Holyoke,  Radcliffe,  Smith. 
Wellesley  and  Vassar  are  on  an  etiual  footing  with  all 
other  graduates  as  no  one  of  these  colleges  will  admit  a 
student  without  examinations. 

A  fact  worthy  of  public  recognition  is  the  number  ol' 
Portsmouth  High  School  graduates  who  are  going  to  col- 
lege and  post-secondary  schools.  During  the  last  twenty 
years  the  school  has  had  1024  graduates;  of  these,  405 
tiave  been  admitted  to  such  institutions.  Portsmouth 
Training  School  accepted  116;  New  Hampshire  State  Col- 
lege, 89;  Dartmouth,  '38;  Smith,  14;  Plymouth  Business, 
12;  Harvard,  10;  Plymouth  Normal,  Wellesley  and  Holy- 
oke, 9  each;  Simmons,  Bowdoin  and  University  of  Maine, 
7  each.     In  all  47  institutions  are  represented. 

Tiie  business  records  of  twenty  graduates  employed 
in  town  were  secured  through  personal  interviews  with 
their  employers.  On  the  points  of  initiative,  clerical  ef- 
ficiency, reliability,  stenography,  typewriting,  spelling 
and  composition  the  records  with  four  exceptions  were 
very  favorable.  Of  these  two  were  notable  inefficient. 
Six  of  the  twenty  would  rank  above  90  per  cent  on  the 
school  grade  of  marking. 

Teachers'  Salaries. 

Any  mention  of  salary  increase  at  this  time  would  be 
inappropriate  were  it  not  for  two  existing  conditions 
v*hich  involve  first,  a  matter  of  justice  and  second,  the 
welfare  of  the  high  schools. 

There  are  in  the  elementary  schools  twelve  teachers 
who  under  an  earlier  salary  schedule  would  now  be  re- 
ceiving the  maximum  but  because  of  the  abolishing  of 
that  schedule  and  because  money  was  not  available  for 
increase  have  been  held  at  the  salary  they  were  rece'ving 


January  1,  1920.  These  teachers,  according  .u  ilie  plan 
of  the  Board  would  have  been  eligible  for  increase  upon 
the.  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Elementary 
Schools,  had  funds  been  available.  There  are  also  nine 
other  teachers  who  have  been  subsequently  elected  who 
would  rather  doubtless  be  recommended  for  a  .'^50. 00  in- 
crease of  salary. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  some  high  school 
teachers  have  in  this  two  year  pieriod  been  given  a  nomin- 
al increase.  I  recommend  that  the  Finance  Committee 
include  the  sum  of  $1200  in  their  estimate  which  will 
take  care  of  this  item  for  the  year  J  022. 

The  other  condition  referred  to  has  to  do  with  the  high 
schools.  The  $250.00  increase  active  January  1,  1020 
brought  out  maximum  for  high  school  women  teachers 
to  $1850  and  for  junior  high  women  teachers  to  $1150. 
Jt  is  in  these  two  schools  that  our  greatest  number  of 
changes  occurs,  resulting  inevitably  in  the  hiring  of  a 
few  teachers  each  year  who  have  had  no  experience.  The 
superintendent  has  found  repeatedly  that  the  best  teach- 
ers of  a  few  or  sometimes  one  year's  experience  would 
rarely  consider  even  our  maximum  salary.  The  only  al- 
ternative was  to  secure  recent  graduates,  well  recom- 
mended as  to  personal  qualifications  and  scholarship  who 
gave  promise  of  developing  into  good  teachers.  Thus 
our  high  schools  have  become,  in  a  measure,  practice 
schools  for  inexperienced  teachers.  To  attract  experi- 
enced teachers  and  to  retain  our  present  force  as  well  as 
new  accessions  I  recommend  that  the  High  School  maxi- 
mum be  increased  to  $1500  and  the  Junior  High  maxi- 
mum to  $1300.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  ev- 
ery teacher  in  these  schools  now  receiving  $1350  would 
be  increased  September  1  to  $1500  or  $1300  but  it  does 
allow  a  wider  range  of  salaries  than  now  obtains.  Tlie 
sum  of  $800  would  provide  this  increase  which  need  not 
become  effective  until  September  1.

The  registration  this  year  shows  an  increase  of  73  pu- 
pils, and  during  the  five  year  period  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  137. 

Through  data  obtained  from  the  Junior  High  School, 
from  the  Parochial  School,  and  estimating  those  coming 
from  the  surrounding  towns,  the  enrollment  in  the  High 
School  next  September  will  be  760. 

We  are  now  using  every  available  room,  except  17,  as 
a  home  room  for  pupils,  and  every  room,  including  the 
assembly  for  one  period,  is  in  use  as  a  class  room. 
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The  seating  capacity  of  the  building  by  rooms  is  as 
1  oUows :

By  placing  thirty  desks  in  Room  17,  and  using  that  as 
a  home  room  the  building  will  seat  670  pupils,  leaving  'JO 
pupils  to  be  cared  for  in  some  other  way. 

The  added  number  of  classes,  made  necessary  by  this 
increase  in  registration,  could  not  be  accommodaled  in 
the  building  during  the  regular  session. 

One  alternative,  is  to  have  a  two-session  school,  the 
seniors,  juniors,  and  sophomores  attending  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  the  freshmen  attending  in  the  afternoon. 

There  are  of  course  objections  to  this  plan,  one  of 
\Ahich  is  the  expense  of  employment  of  at  least  six  addi- 
tional teachers  to  carry  out  the  plan.  Yet,  if  those  pupils 
come  to  us,  they  must  be  adequately  housed  and  instruct- 
ed. 

The  other  alternative  is  to  refuse  admission  to  non- 
resident pupils  until  those  residing  in  Portsmouth  have 
been  provided  for. 

Conditions  may  change  so  that  a  greater  number  of 
pupils  than  usual  will  not  return  to  school  in  September, 
1922,  but  at  present  the  condition  is  as  outlined. 

This  year  there  are,  in  the  High  School,  nine  new 
teachers  of  whom  four  have  had  no  previous  experience, 
while  a  fifth  has  not  had  experience  adequate  for  teach- 
ing in  a  school  of  this  size  and  character. 

This  condition  is  bound  to  result  in  a  lower  standard 
of  school  work  and  in  pupils  getting  inferior  preparation 
for  college  and  for  life. 
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Our  High  School  must  have  teachers  of  adequate  edu- 
cation and  experience,  at  whatever  cost,  in  order  that  it 
may  do  the  quality  of  work  demanded  by  the  citizens  of 
(his  city. 

There  never  was  a  time  when  teachers  of  high  qualifi- 
cations were  so  scarce  as  now,  but  money  will  obtaiti 
them,  and  it  is  well  to  consider  the  high-priced  experi- 
enced teacher  may  be  the  least  expensive,  while  the  low 
priced  inexperienced  teacher  is  bound  to  be  dear.  A 
teacher  can  be  taught  the  economies  of  class  instruction, 
management  ,and  routine,  but  personality  which  really 
makes  a  teacher  a  force  in  the  school  can  not  be  put  into 
a  teacher  who  lacks  it.  Teachers  with  the  right  person- 
ality come  high  and  are  worth  the  price,  while  those  who 
lack  it  can  be  obtained  for  much  less  and  frequently 
are  not  worth  it.  Some  salary  provision  should  be  made 
at  once  to  protect  the  pupils  of  this  school  from  teach- 
ers without  experience. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  and  the  number  of  tardi- 
ness are  indications  of  the  interest  of  pupils  in  their 
school  and  of  the  efficiency  of  the  school  as  an  organiza- 
tion.    The  record  for  the  last  five  years  has  been:

The  class  of  1921  presente-d  to  this  school  much  need- 
ed for  the  assembly  hall  state.  The  wiork  being  done  by 
members  of  the  class,  one  hundred  dollars  toward  the 
purchase  of  a  piano  and  a  bronze  replica  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence.  These  gifts  are  greatly  appreciat- 
ed. 

The  need  of  the  removal  of  the  coat  racks  from  the  cor- 
ridors is  greater  tha  never  on  account  of  the  increased  en- 
rollment and  the  greater  congestion.  If  the  expense  of 
individual  lockers  seems  prohibitive  I  recommend  that 
the  coat  racks  be  set  up  in  the  basements  so  that  the  cor- 
ridors may  be  clear  for  the  passing  of  the  pupils. 

Can  not  some  action  be  taken  toward  the  establish- 
ment of  a  lunch  room  in  the  High  School?  The  need  is 
compelling  and  the  undertaking  would  be  more  than  self 
supporting.  I  recommend  this  matter  to  your  careful 
consideration. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  say  that  I  am  grateful  to 
you  for  your  support,  cooperation,  and  helpful  sugges- 
tion. Your  interest,  together  with  the  earnestness  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils,  has  helped  to  make  possible  what- 
ever success  the  school  has  achieved.

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Recommendations. 

Limited  appropriation  made  it  necessary  to  give  up 
the  idea  of  a  summer  session  for  non-promoted  children. 
This  should  be  an  accomplished  fact  in  the  coming  sum- 
mer of  1922. 

Medical  inspection  according  to  the  plan  outlined  a 
year  ago  should  be  definitely  arranged  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. Parent-teacher  associations  and  the  Portsmouth 
Medical  Association  are  on  record  in  favor  of  this. 

In  the  line  of  alterations  and  repairs  already  recom- 
mended I  refer  you  again  to  the  needs  of  the  Woodbury 
School;  also  the  interior  painting  of  the  Farragut  bi.iild- 
ing. 

The  major  building  program  of  the  Committee  on 
Schoolhouses  given  in  last  year's  report  and  adopted  by 
this  Board  is  again  called  to  your  attention.  This  has  to 
do  with  the  needs  of  the  Junior  High,  the  Haven  and  the 
Atlantic  Heights  schools.

REPORT  OF  ATTENDANCE  OFFICER. 

There  has  been  gratifying  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  actual  truancy  during  the  past  year,  although  the 
number  is  still  far  too  large.  As  in  former  years  a  cer- 
tain number  of  lads  have  contributed  their  full  share. 
Home  have  the  usual  lack  of  responsibility  through  phy- 
sical or  mental  make-up  and  others  have  been  the  lack 
of  parent  control.  Two  cases  of  habitual  truancy  were 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  Juvenile  court  and  as  there 
was  contributing  delinquency  in  each  case  they  were 
committed  to  the  Industrial  school.  Almost  a  half  of  the 
cases  were  from  the  Junior  High,  but  this  is  to  be  ex- 
pected as  here  are  grouped  the  boys  who  are  nearing  six- 
teen years  of  age  and  are  in  school  for  the  one  reason 
that  the  law  demands  their  attendance.  The  cases  in  the 
lower  grades  are  more  or  less  sporadic  and  are  easily 
taken  care  of. 

The  majority  of  cases  of  absence  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  this  office  are  due  to  parents.  These  are  cases 
where  there  is  no  good  excuse,  that  is  on  the  part  of  the 
schools,  but  in  the  minds  of  some  parents  their  excuse 
for  keeping  children  from  school  is  ample.  The  majori- 
ty are  cases  where  the  parents  are  so  selfish  that  any  lit- 
tle whim  of  their  own  is  sufTicient  to  keep  a  child  home 
from  school  to  do  house  work  or  to  care  for  younger 
children  while  the  mother  goes  out.  The  other  class  is 
the  parents  who  are  ever  willing  to  fall  into  every  petty 
scheme  devised  by  the  children  to  keep  away  from  school 
for  a  half  a  day  at  a  time. 

The  lack  of  employment  has  not  cut  down  the  atten- 
dance as  much  as  was  expected,  for  there  has  been  fewer 
cases  of  children  out  for  lack  of  clothing  than  in  former 
years. 
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There  has  been  one  more  family  added  to  the  State 
Mother  Aid  list  this  year,  making  a  total  of  eight  fami- 
lies, drawing  a  total  of  $100  a  month.  The  largest  sum 
paid  is  $35  to  one  family  and  the  smallest  $15  per  month. 

The  fact  that  there  are  so  many  adults  and  older  chil- 
dren out  of  work,  has  made  the  number  of  cases  of  viola- 
tion of  the  child  labor  law  less  than  former  years.  No 
prosecutions  have  been  necessary,  although  several  have 
had  fo  be  warned,  some  more  than  once.
